“"Hie court cannot condone the 
refusal of an IDF soldier to cany 
out a legitimate order, for fear of 
the effect this would have on 
military discipline,” the president of

Eigazi was described by witnesses 
as a conscientious and well-liked 
soldier in a tank repair unit He had 
made known his objection to serv- 
ing in the administered territories 
while still at Ugh school, in a letter 
to the then Defence Minister. Ezcr 
Weizman. 

After his conscription, he had 
served with distinction in his unit 
until he was ordered to serve with 
the unit across the Green Line. He 


refused on five separate occasions 
to obey the order* for which he was 
punished with a total of 120 days in 
the camp lock-up. 

When he again refused to obey 
the order last November, he was 
referred for a full court martial. 

Sgan-Aluf Gurfinkei told the 
court when the hearing opened 
yesterday morning that “the ac- 
cused, Gad Eigazi, grew up in a 
home where he was taught, on the 
one hand, to love his country, a«d 
on the other, to love humanity.

Libya to 
‘merge’ 
with Chad 


BEIRUT (AP). — Libya and Chad 
said yesterday they have agreed to 
merge in a single state and to defend 
each other against any attack on 
either of them. 

The announcement came in a 
joint communique issued in Tripoli, 
Libya's capital, at the end of a five- 
day visit by Chad's President 
Goukouni Oueddi. The communi- 
que was carried by Libya's official 
news agency JANA. 

Libya will send an unspecified 
number of military experts to Chad 
to “help safeguard security ,.and 
reinstate peace, which came as a 
result of the end of the civil war” 
there, the communique said. 

* Chad asked Libya for experts to 
help build a national army and 
security force, under their mutual 
defence treaty signed on June 15, 
1980, JANA added. 

A Libyan force estimated to num- 
ber 4,000 helped Chad’s President 
Oueddi defeat his civil war oppo- 
nent Hissene Habre, the former 
defence minister, last month. 

The communique said the two 
sides agreed to bring about a "full 
unity between the two countries ... 
in which power, wealth, and arms 
will be in the hands of the people 
represented in committee and con- 
gresses." This is a reference to 
Libya's' system of government. • 

Libyan leader Col. Muammar 
Gaddafi agreed with Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad last September to 
weld their two nations into a single 
state. But the Syrian-Libyan agree- 
ment, to begin their merger within 
one month, reportedly bogged 
down on sharp differences on the 
government system and social order 
of the unified state. 

Another man shot 
in Gaza Strip 

GAZA (ITIM). — The twelfth mur- 
der in the Gaza Strip in the past two 
months occurred late Monday night 
in the Jabaliyeh refugee camp, 
when Jar.ul Yassin, 50, was shot la 
death at short range. A companion 
of Yassin was critically wounded in 
the attack. . 

Security forces have so far not 
succeeded in solving any of the 
murders, all of which were well 
planned. 

Some of the victims were ap- 
parently killed for collaborating 
with the Military Government, 
while others seem to have fallen 
prey to Moslem religious 
zealots. Some of the latter were 
owners of bars and were reputed to 
be drug dealers. Security forces 
have imposed a blackout on their 
investigation, and no details on the 
latest murder or its victim were 
available.

IDF employees threaten to strike

TEL AVIV. — The IDF Employees 
Union announced yesterday that it 
would call a general strike if the 
Ministry of Defence dismisses per- 
manent IDF civilian employees. 

Its members will prevent contrac- 
tors from working in bases in which 
civilian employees are sacked, and 
will also stop reservists from doing 
the work, the union spokesman 
said. 

He was reacting to reports that 
the ministry plans to fire 4,000 of 


the civilians employed by the army. 

Commenting on the union’s 
threats, the ministry's director- 
general Yosef Ma'ayan told The 
Jerusalem Post that the planned cuts 
in the defence budget left him with 
no choice but to dismiss permanent 
staff. According to one report, the 
ministry will first fire about 250 tem- 
porary workers, and then about 200 
workers who were hired after they 
were 55 years old. 

Ma’ayan stressed that the govern- 
ment will slick to dismissal 
procedures laid down in tfie labour 
contracts. 


Hurvitz, Hammer: Gov’t may fall 

Begin fails 

to bridge gap 
on teachers 


Finance Minister Yigael Hur- 
vitz and Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer came out of 
their meeting with . Prime 
Minister Menahen Begin yester- 
day agreeing on only one thing: 
that there is a good chance that 
one or the other of them will be 
Forced to resign — or even that 
the prime minister might have to 
tender the resignation of the 
whole cabinet. 

Yesterday's meeting brought the 
two ministers no closer to bridging 
the gap on teachers' wages. Hurvitz 
remains implacably opposed to the 
implementation in any form of the 
Etzioni Commission's recommenda- 
tions to raise Leachers' salaries by 
between 30-60 per cent. Hammer, 
for his part, is continuing to insist 
that the cabinet approve the Etzioni 
recommendations at least in princi- 
ple, with their actual implementa- 
tion to come in stages. 

The teachers, meanwhile, have 
decided to halt classes at 1 1 a.m. to- 
day for one hour in all elementary 
schools and for two hours in junior- 
high, high schools and teachers 
training colleges to demand that the 
government endorse the Etzioni 
recommendations . 

Tomorrow, central protest rallies 
sponsored by both teachers' unions 
will be held in Netanya, Nahariya. 
Petah Tikva arid Ramie. About half

the country's teachers are expected 
to attend, with the remaining half 
staying behind in the schools to 
supervise the pupils. 

The two unions will be meeting 
again tomorrow afternoon to plan 
their next move.

Jewish Agency man hits Lahis report

NEW YORK. — An official in the 
Jewish Agency in New York says 
that director-general Shmuel Lahis’ 
controversial report or. emigration 
is a “distorted reflection" of their 
meetings with Israelis living in the 
United States. 

The official, Yossi Harel, said 
that, except for its short introduc- 
tion and annex, the “Lahis Report" 
is nothing but an unedited typewrit- 
ten collection of notes Harel made 
at Lahis' request during Labis’ 
meetings w-ith Israelis living in the 
U.S. 

Harel. who heads the yordim 
desk at the Israel Aliyah Centre in 
New York, and Aharon Kfir, the 
centre's director, organized Lahis’ 
tour. 

Harel was surprised that Lahis, a 
day before returning to Israel, asked 


him for the handwritten notes. 
Lahis said he was in a rush. 

*T photocopied my hand-written 
notes fully aware that they are giv- 
ing a distorted reflection, of the 
'meetings we had, Harel said. And I . 
was amazed, when I read the final 
report, to find out that my hand- 
written protocols were just typed, 
with added mistakes, and put into 
the report.” 

According to Harel, there are 
many errors in the report. For ex- 
ample, the information consul in 
New York, Arie Arazi, is referred to 
as "Yaacob Arazi,” and the press 
consul, Shmuel Moyal, is called 
"Muli Moyal." 

“There are other mistakes, the 
kind you spot when you go over the 
material, edit, and summarize it,” 
said Harel. “And to think that this 
material is presented to the Prime 
Minister and to the President.” 


Behind the difference in tactics 


' The baric foreign policy objec-

ilization with Israel are desirable 
1 attainable goals, 
f there is a policy difference 
jet ween the Sadat and Mubarak 
roup, it concerns the tactics of 
!« ling with the U.S. and Israel. 

Sadat and his close associates, for 
instance, maintain that normaliza- 
tion is a means of attaining a just 
solution to the Palestinian problem, 
and that continuing to improve rela- 
tions with Israel is the biat way to 
extract concessions from Jerusalem. 

The Mubarak group, on the other 
’land, argues that normalization 
should be a prize offered to Israel 
for concessions already made. Thus 
hey argue that each improvement 
in cultural, trade and other areas 
with Israel should be awarded only 
after Israel has been forthcoming on 
other key issues. The^' favour 
holding hack, “finking” the stages 
of normalization to the progress of 
the autonomy negotiations in the 
Camp David peace framework.

issues — the speed of normaliza- 
tion, and the future role of Jordan in 
peace negotiations. 

Sadat tries to be reassuring when 
asked about normalization, and res- 
ponds positively to appeals that 
more be done. But Mubarak, when 
asked why the process of normaliza- 
tion should go slow, will tell an 
Israeli*. “Go ask your prime 
minister.” 

And while Sadat adamantly ex- 
cludes Jordan's participation in the 
peace process, at least for now, the 
Mubarak supporters leave a much 
larger opening for the entry of King 
Hussein at this stage. 

Ever .since the peace agreement 
with Israel, Sadat has relied heavQy 
on Mubarak in conducting relations 
with the U.S, He has sent Mubarak 
on foreign missions, including visits 
■to the U.S. at important junctures. 
Last month he sent the vice- 
president to Washington for talks 
with officials of the incoming 
Reagan administration, because he 
feared he and Reagan would be 
moving in different directions. 

Sadat was shocked by the defeat 
of his “friend" Jimmy Carter. He 
was also discouraged by Reagan’s 
statements on the Middle East. 

Sadat and his associates also 
believe that in contrast to Carter, 
who viewed Egypt as a strategic as- 
set, Reagan tends to see Egypt s im- 
portance within the context of an 
overall strategy where Riyadh Am- 
man and perhaps other Arab 
capitals should be given no less 
prominence than Cairo. 

These tendencies in the Reagan 
camp are in fact identical to the 
views held by Mubarak, according 
to informed sources in Cairo. 


Therefore in Washington, say 
these sources, Mubarak did. not 
press the Reagan people to shift in 
the direction of Sadat’s views. 
Rather it is assumed in Cairo that 
Mubarak's mission was a sign by 
Sadat that he was ready to accom- 
modate himself to the new line in 
Washington. 

Henry Kissinger, who has just 
concluded visits to Egypt and Israel, 
met Mubarak twice in Cairo, and 
earlier in Washington. It is not 
wholly a coincidence, therefore, 
that Kissinger, despite contrary in- 
dications by Sadat, insists that the 
Jordan option is not being ruled out, 
and could still complement the 
Camp David agreements. 

These differences between Sadat 
and Mubarak on the tactical level of 
relations with the U.S. and Israel 
are not however, the principal focus 
of attention in Cairo about the dif- 
ferences between the two camps, 
and especially between the sup- 
porters or associates of the two 
men. 

Rather the visiting journalist is 
fed with stories about intrigues 
between the two groups and charges 
and counter-charges on a personal 
level. 

Persons in each group are ac- 
- cused of wrongdoing and financial 
skullduggery. These behind-the- 
scenes allegations that both camps 
fling at each other, and which some 
Egyptian sources appeared par- 
ticularly intent on making public to 
Israel, delight the political groups 
that oppose Sadat. 

But the Egyptian President 
himself is said to ignore the political 
and personal intriguing that is going 
on around him. And because of 
these personal conflicts, Sadat is in- 
creasingly seen as indispensable and 
irreplacable, the ultimate pillar of 
Egypt’s stability.

Moves to end 
ban on Post

Ways of bringing about an end to 
Egypt's abrupt ban on entry of 
Jerusalem Post correspondents into 
Egypt were discussed .in Cairo 
yesterday by Israel’s ambassador 
and the Egyptian information 
minister. 

The ban was announced on Mon- 
day night after The Jerusalem Post 
published a front-page article by 
Middle East Affairs editor Anan 
Safadi. The article detailed a power 
struggle in the Egyptian government 
led by Vice-President Hosni 
Mubarak, and predicted a major 
political shake-up in Cairo. 

Information Minister Mansour 
Hassan summoned Ambassador 
Eliahu Ben-EIissar yesterday to ex- 
press Egypt’s “disappointment” at 
the story, said Israeli Embassy press 
attache Eli Laniado. 

Laniado said Ben-EIissar told 
Hassan the Israeli press “enjoys full 
freedom.” 

He said Hassan and Ben-EIissar 
agreed, however, “to seek the right 
way to handle the matter with a 
view to lifting the ban.” 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin’s 
spokesman, Dan Paitir. said yester- 
day that Israel “could not tolerate 
this kind of discrimination” against 
an Israeli newspaper. He said it was 
perfectly legitimate for the Egyptian 
authorities to deny, rebut or refute a 
news report. 

But there was a' vast difference 
between such a reaction and the. 
decision to bar Post staffers from 
the country'. 

Unofficially, Israeli sources recal- 
led the many times when Egyptian 
newspapers had given Israel — the 
government and the people — 
much greater cause for offence by 
publishing scurrilous reports. “Only 
when they went as far as to cite 
Hitler did we react," these sources 
said. 

The expectation in Jerusalem was 
that Ben-EIissar would eventually 
succeed in getting the ban on The 
Post correspondents lifted. 

Before Ben-EIissar was sum- 
moned by Hassan, the Foreign 
Ministry in Jerusalem said it was not 
contemplating any action in the af- 
fair. The decision was to wait until 
Israel was . formally informed of 
Egypt’s <£spleasure and to take up 
the issue from there. 
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Abba Eban MK will speak on “Cur- 
rent Issues'* at the Accadia Hotel in 
Herzliya at 8 p.m. tonight under the 
auspices of the Committee of the 
Concerned Citizens. 

Mr. Brandon Grove, Jr., U.S.

KUWAIT (AP). — The health of 
Iran’s Supreme religious and 
political leader Ayatollah Rhuboi- 
lah Khomeini, has deteriorated 
recently and the authorities are con- 
sidering sending" him to France or 
Switzerland for treatment, a Kuwait 
newspaper reported yesterday. 

The SI -year-old Khomeini had a 
heart attack in 1979 but recovered 
after a brief spell in hospital.

The attorney-general assured 
committee members that every thing 
will he done to begin the trial as 
soon as possible, if the Knesset 
votes next Wednesday to lift 
Abuhatzeira's immunity. 

Meron said on Monday he 
helieves the majority of the House 
Committee members will vote to 
remove the minister’s immunity. 
The committee was convened to 
decide whether the attorney- 
general was politically motivated in 
recommending that Abuhatzeira 
face trial. 

In the Knesset yesterday. Shell! 
MK Uri Avneri tabled a question to 
the religious affairs minister asking 
about how he is paying for the two 
top-flight lawyers acting on his 
behalf" (Shlomo Toussia-Cohen and 
Ram Caspi). 

He asked whether it is true — as 
has been reported in the media — 
that Abuhatzeira is receiving con- 
tributions from abroad to foot his 
legal bills. 

If so. “what are the sums you 
have received? Where have they 
come from? And what quid pro quo 
will those who put up the money 
receive in the future?" Avneri 
asked. 


Peres meets Nusseibeh, 
but not to reach Hussein

Sources close to Labour Party 
leader Shimon Peres were at pains 
to explain yesterday that Peres did 
not meet with a prominent East 
Jerusalem figure last Monday in 
order to send a message to Jordan's 
King Hussein. 

Peres met with Anwar Nusseibeh. 
head of the East Jerusalem Electric 
Company. Nusseibeh left yesterday 
far Amman, where he has close 
connections with the royal court. 

However, Peres' aides strenuous- 
ly denied that Peres had initiated 
the meeting to secure Nusseibeh's 
good offi.ces in arranging a meeting 
with Hussein, presumably to ex- 
plore the “Jordanian option" as a 
solution for the Palestinian 
problem. 

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek, 
who arranged the meeting and was 
present during part of it, said that 
what he heard had to do only with 
the situation in Jerusalem. 

Likud sources and Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i charged 
yesterday that Peres was undermin- 


ing the government's position and 
was dispensing advice to Nusseibeh 
about how to best combat the 
government's intention to take over 
the East Jerusalem Electric Com- 
pany. 

Kollek said that the meeting was 
a routine one of the kind he holds 
perhaps twice a week with East 
Jerusalem figures. 

"From time to time I take 
someone along with me," Kollek 
said. “This time I took Peres. I 
thought that when he talks about 
Palestinians and Jordan he should 
not speak only about what he. hears 
from Kissinger, but that he should 
speak to Arabs too." 

Kollek denied radio reports that 
Deputy Mayor Elad Peled was also 
at the meeting. He said he and Peres 
had dinner with Nusseibeh and his 
family. "It was a tour d'horizon. not 
negotiations." he said. The mayor 
said he left the dinner 10 minutes 
before Peres to attend the opening 
of a social workers’ conference. 

Peres had a similar meeting with 
Nusseibeh and Kollek two months 
ago. 


Hashish grower gets 5 years in jail 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A man who 
cultivated a large cannabis planta- 
tion which yielded hundreds of 
kilograms of marijuana leaves, was 
sentenced to five years in prison and 
two years suspended by the District 
Court here on Monday. 

The judge said she suspected that 
Moshe Shaul, 36, belonged to a 
large drug-trading gang, but was 
afraid to reveal anything about his 
associates. 

The judge strongly criticized the 
police for not following up their dis- 
covery with further investigations . 
into the marketing of the drugs. 

According to the charge sheet, 
Shaul grew the plants in Beer 


Ya’acov. Police collected 181 
kilograms of leaves from the 
bushes. They found another nine 
kilograms in a sack in his house, and 
a pipe with marijuana remains. 

Shaul said in court that he was 
not a criminal and was incapable of 
running such a large-scale business 
on his own. “I cannot speak now ... 
police know more about the affair,’ 1 
he said. 

The judge said she was shocked 
by the conditions in. which she 
found Shaul's children "in a visit to 
the farm. The children, whose 
mother is ill, roam about unat- 
tended. The welfare bureau has 
taken charge of them. 


Another suspect held for sex-bait robbery. 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A suspect in 
the robbery or a diamond merchant 
who fell into a sex-baited trap was 
remanded yesterday for a week by a 
Tel Aviv magistrate. The victim lost 
his car, as well as diamonds valued 
at IS40.000. 

Police said Ami Ben-Yehuda. 30, 
of Tel Aviv, was an accomplice to 
the robbery on the night of 
December 30, when two armed men 
surprised the merchant, who was 
making love to a girl in his parked 
car. The girl drove off with them in 


the car. 

Police said Ben-Yehuda later 
received S400 from the victim to 
recover the car. Last week police 
arrested a woman suspected of lur- 
ing the victim to a deserted spot 
near Tel Aviv’s fairerounds after he 
gave her a lift.

It claimed the Iraqi troops killed 
381 Iranian soldiers, captured 
scores, shot down two Phantom jets 
and one helicopter gunship and 
destroyed 43 Iranian tanks in the 
last 24 hours. 

Iran s aid the counter-attack, 
ordered by President Abolhassan 
B an i -Sadr on Monday morning, put 
the enemy to flight, leaving the 
Khuzestan and Gilan Gharb war 
zones littered with hundreds of 
burned tanks, armoured cars and 
armoured personnel carriers. 

“So sudden was the charge that 
the Iraqis had no time to put up the 
least resistance once their forward 
line armour was swiftly an- 
nihilated," said Hojatoleslam Ali 
Khameini, personal representative 
of Ayatollah Ruholiah Khomeini on 
Iran’s Supreme Defence Council. 

Khomeini said the two-day 
onslaught has turned the tide of the 
war in Iran's favour. “The enemy's 
sirong defensive positions have, 
almost entirely crushed around 
Ahvaz and Susangerd. and there is 


no place in southern Khuzestan left 
for the Iraqis to make a stand," he 
said. 

Bani-Sadr's future — and that of 
the 52 American hostages as well 
could be riding on the outcome of 
the counter-offensive. 

Analysts believe Bani-Sadr's 
decision to launch a massive attack 
was a do-or-die attempt to silence 
his critics among Iran's Moslem 
clergy and gain a decisive advantage 
over them in the power struggle 
now raging in Teheran.

Reagan’s defence secretary 
sees U.S. buildup in Gulf

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
Defence-designate Caspar 
Weinberger said yesterday that the 
U.S. is not now militarily prepared 
to carry out President Jimmy 
Carter’s stated commitment to de- 
fend U.S. vital interests in the Per- • 
sian Gulf. 

During confirmation hearings 
before the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, Weinberger promised 
that the incoming Reagan ad- 
ministration will move quickly to 
develop U.S. military capabilities in 
that region so the commitment £an 
be met. 

Weinberger, a former secretary 
of health, education and welfare ^un- 
der former president Richard Nixon 
and a close friend of President- . 
elect Ronald Reagan, had been 
asked by Democratic Senator Carl 
Levin of Michigan about Carter's 
pledge a year ago to defend U.S. ‘ 
vital interests in the Gulf, including, 
if necessary, by force. 

Levin, who has just returned from 
a fact-finding mission in the Middle 
East, pressed the incoming defence 
secretary to elaborate on the new 
administration’s approach toward 
this question. Nearly aJI the senators 
on the panel announced their inten- 
tion to support Weinberger’s 
nomination, which is expected to 
win easy Senate confirmation short- 


ly after Reagan's inauguration on 
January 20. 

Weinberger did not propose any 
specific steps which might increase 
America’s military capability in the 
region. He merely said that any 
such actions should have the full 
support of the countries in the 
region and of America’s North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization allies. 

Weinberger did not raise the pos- 
sibility of a U.S. takeover of the two 
Israeli airbases in Sinai. During 
three hours. of testimony, 
Weinberger was not asked one 
specific question on the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. 

Meanwhile, Secretary, of' State- 
designate Alexander Haig’s confir- 
mation hearings before the S.enate 
Foreign Relations Committee have 
been scheduled to open on Friday." 
They will probably continue for 
several days next week. • 

Haig has brought to Washington 
one Middle East expert He' is 
Harvey Sicherman from the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania’s foreign policy 
institute and a respected scholar 
who. has written extensively on the 
Arak- Israeli conflict. * •" ' 

Sicherman lived in Jerusalem in 
1972-73. His recent academic arti- 
cles in Orbis, the foreign policy 
quarterly of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, have been quite critical of 
the Carter administration for 
favouring the Arab side. 


Begin asks British MFs 
to foil European initiative

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday appealed to a visiting 
group of British Conservative 
parliamentarians to tlse their in- 
fluence to stop the European Mid- 
dle East initiative. Begin said he 
hoped that the autonomy negotia- 
tions would be resumed in Jare win- 
ter or early spring, and that he ex- 
pected to be invited to a meeting 
with President Reagan, either alone 
or together with President Sadat.' 

“There are enough difficulties.” 
Begin said. “We don’t need ad-- 
ditional •obstacles.” 

He recalled Israel's “deep 
astonishment" at the European 
community’s “Venice declaration" 
of last June, which called far the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
to be “associated with" the peace 
process. Begin urged his guests to 
point out at Westminster and at the 
European Parliament the damage 
that this “encouragement of the re- 
jectionists" could do to the peace 
process. 

Most of the guests, members of 
the “Conservative Friends of 
Israel." seemed to agree with Begin 
when he criticized the British 
Foreign Office for having sent its of- 
ficials to meet with Yasser Arafat Frr 
Beirut recently. The foreign 
secretary's declared readiness to 
meei the PLO chief under cenain 
conditions was “detrimental even 
though it is conditional," Begin ad- 
ded. 

It was "sacrilegious,’' said Begin. 


to compare the PLO to thepre^state 
Jewish liberation organizations. The 
latter had- tried to avoid civilian 
casualties, while the PLO “boasts at 
the killing of women and children." 

Other! points made by the 
premier; 

• There may soon be new 
cooperation with Egypt in the field 
of irrigation and “perhaps in some 
other areas too." 

• “Sadat is the ruler in Egypt: 
there is no doubt about that what- 
soever" (in- response to a question 
regarding the depth of Egypt’s com- 
mitment to peace). 

• Soviet weaponry stockpiled in 
Libya is sufficient to equip seven 
divisions. 

• Soviet "advisers" marched 
together with Syrian troops when 
they massed recently on the Syria- 
Jordan border. 

The guests gave Begin a letter 
from - British Premier Margaret 
Thatcher, in which she said that she. 
took “pride in the fact that I was 
among the founder-members of the 
conservative friends of Israel." She 
assured Begin* that “the integrity 
and security of Israel are. of 
paramount importance to the 
British Government.'*

Committee chairman Avraham 
Katz-Oz (Alignment-Labour) told 
newsmen yesterday that the com- 
mittee had come across pritnafade 
cases' of fictitious institutions 
receiving such funding.

the much broader and more basic 
question of disbursement of public 
moneys to educational and other 
institutions.

Speaking to newsmen in 
Jerusalem, the former U.S. 
secretary of state admitted that his 
current trip to the region had made 
him realize that ‘'some of the alter- 
natives don't appear as self evident 
>s they dM previously." 

Referring to the "Jordanian op- 
tion." Kissinger said that while in 
Egypt he had gained “a clearer un- 
derstanding of the role Egypt feels it 
has a duty to play” in the West 
Bank and Gaza autonomy process. 
He was alluding to Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat's insistence that 
Jordan slay out of the negotiations 
until Israel and Egypt reach an 
.agreement. 

Kissinger said that he himself had 
,ome ideas about the autonomy 
.alks. He noted that he would be 
returning to the U.S. "more op- 
Jmistic" about the prospects of 
peace in the region. 

Kissinger made it clear that 
lything he had to say represented 
is own personal view, and not that 


of the incoming Reagan administra- 
tion. He said he wanted to give the 
new U 5. administration a chance to 
formulate its own approach before 
accepting the "opinions of an 
itinerant professor.’ 

Kissinger said it was 4 i me to give 
some "concrete content” to the 
Carter administration's (teals to set 
up U.S. military facilities in a 
number of countries in the region . 

He reported that he does not 
believe Egypt will make the Etzi'on 
base in Sinai available to the 
Americans when Israel completes 
its withdrawal from the peninsula in 
1982. But he insisted that some 
facilities in the region are necessary. 

Asked if he didn't expect the 
Soviet Union to react to the es- 
tablishment of U.S. military bases in 
the region, Kissinger said heatedly 
that America "cannot refrain from 
doing what’s necessary because we 
are mesmerized by the illusion that 
the Soviets can do anything they 
wane” 

•. On the European Middle East in- 
itiative, Kissinger dismissed "the 
theory that if we could only get a 
Palestinian state, all the Middle 
East problems would be solved.” 

He said he didn't think there 
would be a substantive difference in 
Israel’s foreign policy whatever 
government were in power.

Vintners’ officials admit 
to defrauding association 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — The former 
head of the Vintners Association 
and three other association of- 
ficials admitted yesterday that they 
embezzled hundreds of thousands 
of pounds from the association dur- 
ing the 1970s. • 

The four are Dr. -Elyakun 
Ostashinsky, 71, the association 
director from 1953 to 1978, Reuven 
Farber, 62, the accountant, Moshe 
Meir, the recently-retired treasurer, 
and Alfred Shteiler, 50, the produc- 
tion manager. 

In the District Court here yester- 
day they admitted to charges of 
forgery, falsifying records, and tax 
evasion during 1972 to 1978. 


Ostashinsky, who was also mayor 
of Rishon Lezion until 1953, admit- 
ted he was ringleader of the fraud 
operation. 

The four officials would invent 
orders from fictitious firms, sign 
cheques So. these firms, charged to 
thenassociation's-account. They also 
solicited funds for contributions, 
which they pocketed. 

The money went into a special 
'bonus fund’ which paid for renova- 
tions done on the officials’ homes or 
was paid out on holiday eves. 

Ostashinsky and Meir recently 
retired from the association. 

Sentence will be pronounced at a 
later date.

Research centre simulation 
foreshadowed Iran crisis

Four months before the Iranian 
militants captured the American 
Embassy in Teheran and took the 
American staff hostage, the Centre 
for Strategic Studies at Tel Aviv 
University conducted a simulated 
exercise very similar to what even- 
tually happened. 

' This was revealed yesterday by 
le CSS head, Aluf (res.) Aharon 
triv and staff member Dr. Ariel 
ran. According to Merari, who 
rads the Centre’s terrorism 
research unit, the exercise was con- 
.tducted with experts from the U.S., 
"England. Germany and Holland in 
‘■July 1979. It envisioned the captur- 
ing of hostages in Iran and ruled 
out, from the start, the use of 
^military force to secure their 
‘.release. 

As part of the simulation, a TWA 
airliner was hijacked en route to 
(■Greece from Tel Aviv, containing 
mainly Israelis, but also Americans, 
including Senator Henry Jackson 
the wife of the American* Am- 
j jssador to Israel, as well as several 
Germans. 

Crisis management teams 
presented the nations involved. 
: ilh the terrorist team — a group 
‘ om George Habash’s Popular 


Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine and two German radicals 
— headed by an American expert 
on terrorist psychology. 

The goal of the exercise was to 
check inter-ally cooperation in a 
scenario where the use of force was 
precluded from the start, which 
would exclude an “Entebbe” -like 
solution to the hijacking; and to as- 
sess the effect on the official 
policies of the countries involved, 
by terrorists who cannot be tackled 
by force. 

The conclusions drawn, at least 
with regard to the latter goal, were 
almost identical to the conditions 
which faced the U.S. four months 
later when the embassy was seized. 
The hijackers’ main demands in the 
simulation, backed by the Iranian 
government, were for ransom 
money — SI 00m. from the U.S- to 
be delivered by the secretary of 
state within 36 hours tq a Palesti- 
nian refugee camp near Tyre, and 
S30m. from Israel. 

Although it has conducted 
several projects for the Defence 
Ministry and the Prime Ministers 
Office, the Centre is independent Of 
government* funding, and the 
government has no say in either the 
selection of topics or staff.

GENEVA (Reiner). — UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
new here yesterday to preside at the 
formal opening today of a con- 
ference which could put Namibia 
(South West Africa) on the road to 
independence by the end of 1981.

Urquhurt led a UN mission to

He said the main object was to 
discuss implementation of Security 
Council Resolution 43S. which 
provides for a ceasefire in the 14- 
year bush war between South 
African-led forces and the Marxist 
South West Africa People's

Meanwhile, South African forces 
killed a total of 81 black nationalist 
guerrillas during attacks on their 
buses during the past week, the 
military announced -yesterday. 


The brief communique issued by 
Brig.

Peking: Mao not on trial 


Mob howls for blood of 
‘Ripper’ suspect, wife 


PEKING (UPI). — China has ap- 
parently decided to stop short of 
making the late Mao Tse-tung a 
"non-person” during its current 
reassessment of his role in contrast 
to what Nikita Khrushchev did to 
Joseph Stalin in the Soviet Union. 

That evaluation emerged in the 
.latest issue of the weekly Peking 
Review in an editorial on Mao's 
place in Chinese history and the 
current trial of his widow. Jiang 
Qing. and the “Gang of Four.'* 

The article, which presumably 


reflects the opinions of China's 
leadership, staled categorically that 
Mao was not on trial, though Jiang 
has repeatedly invoked his name in 
her defence. 


“The Chinese Communist Party 
and the Chinese people will always 
remember Mao Tse-tung as a foun- 
der of the party and state." Zheng 
said. “One thing is certain, the 
Chinese people will never do to 
Chairman Mao what Kbruschev 
did to Stalin." 


Chinese stem Yangtze for new dam 


PEKING (UPI). — For a short time 
on Sunday, the Chinese stopped the 
Yangtze River. 

The stemming of the 6,500- 
kilometre river, longer than all but 
the Amazon and the Nile, provided 
a stretch of dry ground for 
engineers to complete China’s big- 
gest water project near Yicbang 
between the provinces of Sichuan 
and Hubei. 

The project will eventually in- 


clude two power stations generating 
2.715 million kilowatts of 


electricity, a huge reservoir, three 
shipping locks handling vessels up 
to 10,000 tons and a six-arch silt dis- 
charge gate, the Xinhua News 
Agency reported. 


LEEDS. — Police guarded the wife 
of truck driver Peter Sutcliffe at a 
secret hideaway here yesterday 
after a mob howled “kill the 
bastard” when he was indicted for 
one of the killings blamed on the 
“Yorkshire Ripper.” 

Police officials said Mrs. Sonia 
Sutcliffe, 30, was in “protective 
custody” following the scene on 
Monday outside the courtroom in 
the nearby mill town of Dewsbury. 

Detectives were alarmed at the 
sight of more than 1,000 men, 
women and children screaming 
obscenities at Sutcliffe outside the 
courtroom. 

Czech-born Mrs. Sutcliffe and 
her grey-haired father also came in 
for a barrage of abuse when they ar- 
j' rived at the court escorted by detec- 
tives. 


Police have been careful not to 
formally identify the 35-year -old 
Sutcliffe as the Ripper,- who they 
say has killed 13 women in Northern 
England in the last five years. 

But many people In Leeds and 
neighbouring cities terrorized by 
the Ripper have made no such dis- 
tinctions. 

Sutcliffe was charged with the 
murder of student Jacqueline H31, 
who was described by police after 
her death last November 17 as the 
Ripper’s 1 3th victim. 

Sutcliffe’s appearance in court 
was delayed nearly an hour while 
police reinforcements were called 
in to control the crowd that stood 
all day in icy winds to vent its anger 
on the only person arrested in the 
biggest manhunt in British history.

Germany issues call 
for European union 



STUTTGART (Reuter). — West 
German Foreign .Minister . Hans-

As -well as a common European 
foreign policy, there should be 
coordination in defence, a “har- 
monizing” of legislation, and closer 
cultural cooperation, he said.

Nazi anthem accompanies 
Doenitz to final rest 


AUMUEHLE, West Germany. — 
The Nazi anthem rang out here 
yesterday as 5,000 mourners 
gathered to honour Kail Doenitz, 
the German admiral who succeeded 
Hitler for 23 days in 1945. 

Doenitz, 89, who commanded 
Germany's U-boat fleet in World 
War II, died of heart failure in his 
home here on Christmas Eve. He 
was buried in this small North 
German village yesterday. 

Named as successor in Hitler's 
will, Doenitz announced the Nazi 
dictator’s death to a shattered 
German nation on May 1, 1945, say- 
ing he would continue to govern the 
Third Reich. 

He tried to negotiate an orderly 
surrender to the Western Allies 
while hoping to keep alive the battle 
against the Soviet Union. But the 
Allies insisted on an unconditional 
surrender. 

In the final days, Doenitz sent 
much of the remaining German 
navy to ferry refugees from the east 
across the Baltic into Western Ger- 
many. 

Arrested and tried by the Allies at 
Nuremberg, the Admiral served a 
10-year war crimes sentence in 
Berlin’s Spandau Prison before be- 


ing released in 1955. 

Calls for Doenitz 7 to be 
rehabilitated by the West German ] 
government failed partly because 
the old sailor remained loyaL to 
Hitler to the last. 

The West German armed forces 
had announced prior to yesterday's 
burial that no wreaths would be sent 
to the services and that instructions 
had been issued that soldiers should- ! 
not attend the funeral in nnjfonn. 

Two West German officers defied 
the order and attended the funeral 
in-full uniform, risking disciplinary 
proceedings. 

Hundreds of men attended the 
services wearing faded navy blue 
felt sailor caps and black and silver 
Knight's Crosses strung from black, 
white and red ribbons around their 
necks. 

- A smattering of young spectators 
were dressed in black leather 
jackets and boots popular among 
right-wing extremists. But- there 
were no incidents. ■

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Propping up U.S. aliya 


ABOUT 18 months ago. Dr. 
Aharon Kfir climbed down From hts 
ivory tower at the University 0 f 
Haifa — where he taught public ad- 
ministration — and flew to New 
York to direct operations of all the 
aliya emissaries in North America. 

“Ii*s something of a disadvantage 
to be an academic in this job,” said 
Kfir in an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post during home leave. 
“Sometimes I’m treated as if Pni 
remote from reality; I'm told; This 
isn't a university."’ 

One decided advantage is that 
Kfir arrived from outside the 
Zionist establishment to direct this 
Israel Aliya Centre in New York. 
He doesn't have to make all the 
usual noises expected of an es- 
tablishment man about “American 
Jewish Zionists" and the “great 
contribution of devoted givers." 

He is trying to apply his ad- 
ministrative expertise (the UN of- 
fered him a prestigious job in New 
York that he turned down a few 
years ago) to make the emissary 
network more efficient and effec- 
tive. 

Bui his straightforward ways have 
got him into trouble. Jewish Agency 
Executive chairman Arye Dulzfo 
sent Kfir a stiff letter of reprimand a 
'year ago after the aliya centre direc- 
tor criticized Executive policy. Kfir 
had told a radio reporter in New 
York that, if the World Zionist 
Organization intended to cut emis- 
sary work by 20 per cent, it might as 
well dismantle the entire aliya ap- 
paratus. 

And then a few months ago. 
Charlotte Jacobson, the chairman 
of the WZO's American section, 
demanded Kfir’s dismissal after he 
wrote a letter to the aliya depart- 
ment chairman in Jerusalem calling 
the section “a useless and inef- 
ficient organization that costs the 
Jewish People many millions of dol- 
lars and acts as a brake and barrier 
to orderly operations of the WZO in 
the U.S." 

THE ALIYA emissaries threatened 
to resign collectively if Kfir were 
fired, and Dulzin tried to calm down 
Charlotte Jacobson. She then 
relented a little, merely remarking 
that Kfir should not be reappointed 
to his post this summer. 

Despite the angry telegrams that 
1 flew across the Atlantic during the 
affair, Kfir has not relented. "It’s 
still not clear to me what the 
American section does. No one ex- 
plained it to me before I started in 
New York, and I still haven’t 
figured it out. I know that they fly to 
Israel to attend meetings and con- 
gresses...." 

Kfir adds that, as a professor of 
public administration, "if I see inef- 
ficiency, I try to do something about 
it." 

He also opposes the “leghimiza- 
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Aharon Kfir 

tion of sterile Zionism" in the 
Diaspora, that is giving honour, 
power and money to Zionist 
organizations whose members and 
leaders don't intend to come on 
aliya and fulfil the basic Zionist 
tenet. Kfir wants an official distinc- 
tion made between "supporters or 
lovers of Israel” — who give money, 
offer political support and the like 
— and “Zionists” — who intend to 
settle here. 

TF SUCCESS as an aliya centre 
director is measured in numbers of 
new olim, Kfir did not do well in 
1980. Only 2,600 immigrants from 
the U.S. and Canada arrived during 
the past year. 

Kfir maintains that most factors 
affecting the number of olim are 
“out of our hands." This is par- 
ticularly so in the case of Israel's 
economic image in America. “The 
image of these problems is even 
worse than the reality," he points 
out. “When American Jews hear of 
triple-digit inflation and unemploy- 
ment, they wonder how anyone can 
live in Israel.” Americans axe un- 
used to the linkage system that 
keeps Israelis - at {east partiaHy 
afloat; moreover, they do not 
realize the mild nature of Israeli un- 
employment compared to the night- 
mare of unemployment in many 
parts of the U.S. 

Still, Kfir is pleased with a major 
change he says he has made in the 
aliya department. Instead of dealing 
only with aliya applicants, the emis- 


saries go out to target groups who 
are likely candidates for aliya; stu- 
dents (there are over half a million 
Jewish students in North America); 
and Jews who have taken part in 
various study and work programmes 
here (there are more than 100,000 of 
them). 

LAST YEAR, the number of emis- 
saries in North America was 
reduced from 32 to 28. And soon, 
there will be only about 12. But this 
doesn’t worry Kfir too much, since 
emissaries from other WZO depart- 
ments. especially Youth and 
Hehalutz, are being trained for this 
work. 

Some of those approached 
declined to take on the extra work; 
they sard they were too busy or that 
it would "clash" with their jobs. 
Others accepted^ 

Kfir is heartened also by the 
impressive growth of aliya move- 
ments among young American Jews 
who commit themselves to settle in 
Israel within a certain period. One 
of the forerunners was TELEM in 
California. There is also the North 
American Aliya Movement, Reshit 
Geufa (a modern Orthodox group), 
and 26 gar’inim (settlement groups) 
with 20-150 members each. Youth 
movements too, says Kfir, are 
becoming more militant on the sub- 
ject of aliya. 

He senses a feeling of confusion, 
and of frustration with American 
society, among young Jews who 
could be saved from drugs or from 
involvement in some cult or other 
through settlement in Israel. Kfir 
hopes that the aliya figure from the 
U.S. and Canada will approach 
.5,000 in 1981. 

Aliya among the retired could be 
promoted if private developers 
would build “Sun City-like” retire- 
mem villages here, for pensioners 
who have dollar incomes. 

LOCAL AMERICAN Jewish com- 
munities cannot morally act as aliya 
promoters and emissaries ("it is 
hypocritical to tell another Jew to 
go on aliya if you're not planning it 
yourself') but Kfir says that they 
can be helpful in organizing farewell 
parties to honour departing olim, 
and in setting up mortgage funds. 

He thinks that most of his emis- 
saries are "excellent, hard-working 
and motivated"; but he would like 
to find better qualified former 
Western olim for the work. 
However, such successful olim are 
reluctant to return to the Diaspora. 
.— Meanwhile, with his- -two-year 
term drawing to a close, Kfir is un- 
decided about whether to ask for 
another year in New York. He has 
lost money by closing down the con- 
sultant's office he had in Haifa, and 
he misses university life. But his job 
at the aliya centre is a "challenge," 
and he would like to see the com- 
pletion of things he started. 


Computer help for the blind 


AS COMPUTERS increasingly 
; become a part of our everyday lives, 
one of blind people's most serious 
problems — reading the printed 
word — will become easier to solve. 
Within a few years, everyday 
reading matter, which the sighted 
take for granted, but which is an im- 
possible dream for the blind — such 
as newspapers and telephone direc- 
tories — will be available in Braille. 

A first step in this direction was 
taken here this winter when the 
Technological Centre for the Blind 
was opened at the Centre for 
Educational Technology in Ramat 
Aviv. The project is supported by 
the Rothschild Foundation, which 
has sponsored several other efforts 
on behalf of the blind in Israel, and 
has the blessing of the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs and the 
rehabilitation department of the 
Ministry of Defence. 

“Some blind people are sceptical, 
because in the past there have been 
several products that were supposed 
to solve all their problems and 
didn't’” said Yitzhak Einbary, pro- 
ject director. "I therefore want to 
-be careful. Newspapers and 
telephone directories in Braille 
.aren’t science fiction. Things like 
that may be available in five years, 
give or take, but I would rather talk 
about wbat we can do im- 
mediately.” 

The most immediate benefit will 
be in two directions. A terminal 
with Braille output will make blind 
computer programmers more in- 
dependent and will open the com- 
puter field to more blind in- 
dividuals. Ultimately, new occupa- 
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tions related to the computer, such 
as being an airline reservations 
clerk at a computer terminal, will 
open to the blind. 

The other immediate benefit of 
the Technology Centre is the use of 
computers to provide Braille 
reading matter for the Central 
Library for the Blind’s several 
hundred Braille readers. Until now, 
a sighted transcriber (paid or 
volunteer) had to learn Braille and 
then transcribe the printed book let- 
ter for letter. 

NOW, with the -aid of a computer 
programmed to write Braille, two 
much easier and cheaper methods 
of providing Braille books are 
available. One is to have a typist 
who doesn't know Braille type the 
printed text at a computer terminal. 
After she has proofread the text and 
made all necessary corrections, the 
computer does $ e transcribing. 
The more interesting possibility is to 
take publishers' computer tapes and 
have the computer Braille them, 
without the intervention of a typist. 
As more Israeli publishers begin 
computerizing their printing 
process, the quantity of books 
which can be quickly and cheaply 
transcribed into Braille will in- 
crease. 

Another area in which the centre 
wfll work is “paperless Braille.” 
Braille books are large and bulky; 
for example, a dictionary in one 


desktop volume in regular printing 
becomes 72 volumes in Braille. A 
new machine using cassettes for 
storing Braille ’ material will 
ultimately make dictionaries, en- 
cyclopedias and other reference 
works more usable by the blind. 
Eventually, it will be possible for the 
blind user to have his Braille casset- 
te machine "search" through the 
dictionary or encyclopedia for the 
desired entry. 

If some of the experiments now 
being conducted in Europe and the 
U.S. — “electronic mail,” home 
computer terminals hooked to the 
TV set, etc., — reach Israel, and if 
enough of the Braille output ter- 
minals can be purchased, blind in- 
dividuals will have immediate ac- 
cess to the same information as 
their righted peers. The result will 
be greater employment oppor- 
tunities and more personal in- 
dependence. 

Today, only a small minority of 
the blind (both in Israel and abroad) 
know Braille, and many persons 
blinded later in life (including many 
blinded veterans) never leam Brail- 
le at all. Under these circumstances, 
does it pay to invest so much money 
and effort in technology which will 
provide Braille (rather than, say, 
spoken word) material? 

Yitzhak Einbary is optimistic. 
“Maybe the reason more people 
don’t learn Braille is that so little 
that they need is available in Braille. 
If everything from the latest novel 
to the latest computer-related job 
will be potentially available to Brail- 
le readers, people will be motivated 
to learn.”

WE CAN hardly imagine a more 
frustrating evening. Frustrating 
because of the huge gap between 
expectations and reminiscences, on 
the one hand, and reality on the 
other.

HOSPITALIZATION represents 
the most expensive form of medical 
care. As a community-based doctor, 
I believe that a long-term strategy to 
keep such expenditure down must 
involve the development and expan- 
sion of community health services. 
This both to prevent the occurrence 
of conditions requiring hospital ad- 
mission and td enable the com- 
munity to provide many services 
that at present can only be under- 
taken in hospital. 

Such a view may exist somewhere 
in the back of the minds of both the 
government and the various sick 
funds, which have to foot the 
national hospitalization bOl. The 
; Hist^d rut's Kupat Holim has 
already begun to introduce a more 
. immediate solution to cut spiraling 
hospital costs, a Jerusalem reader 
informed me, with a new regional 
hospitalization policy (RHP). This 
. aroused my curiosity so I made a 
' Few inquiries to learn about the 
thinking behind the new system and 
its recent implementation. 

Admissions to hospital are, of 
course, either the elective, planned- 
I in-advance type, or the emergency 
unplanned variety. Until now in 
- Jerusalem, where the sick fund 
lacks a general hospital of its own, 
its patients* elective entry into the 
city's major hospitals usually took 
place in a rather random fashion. 

. Emergency admissions would go to 
the hospital “on-call" for specific 
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specialities. Particularly those 
persons needing emergency care 
often found themselves in different 
hospitals for successive episodes of 
the same or a related illness. 

This often interfered with sequen- 
tial treatment, unnecessarily com- 
plicating the continuity of care. 
Also, since Kupat Holim would in- 
variably fork out the cash for each 
admission without demur, , and 
without any systematic audit of the 
hospitals' services for which it was 
paying so highly, there was ab- 
solutely no incentive for these 
hospitals to worry very much about 
efficiency or to pay particular atten- 
tion to the length of stay of patients. 
Although financially attractive to 
the hospital, an extra day or two’s 
stay here and there wasn't neces- 
sarily in the best interests of the 
patient, or the sick fund's budget. 

ACCORDING to the Kupat Holim 
official with whom -I spoke, this was 
the state of affairs out of which the 
new RHP was conceived, and 
recently implemented in part of 
Jerusalem. It may also be the 


prototype for a national RHP in the 
not too distant future. It works like 
this. 

Each neighbourhood sick fund 
clinic incorporated into RHP has 
been officially linked to a major 
hospital. This means that the clinic's 
population can receive all in-patient 
hospital care at the same hospital all 
the time, regardless of the general 
"on-call" arrangement in effect for 
the rest of the population. At a later 
stage, this policy, it is hoped, will in- 
clude out-patient care as welL 

This permanent linkage has one 
significant advantage for patients: 
when the need arises, they are 
always assured of being seen at 
"their” hospital where "their” 
hospital doctors work and where 
their previous notes and treatment 
details are immediately available. 

For the clinic-based doctors in 
the system, one hospital thus 
becomes the focal point for help, 
and advice about problem cases. 
Such contacts between two defined 
groups of medical personnel 
strengthens professional 
relationships and fosters .mutual 


respect. Also, in RHP each hospital 
receives a fixed payment for the 
population it looks after, based on 
an agreed average of hospitalization 
days per capita per year. This 
regular income helps budgeting and 
discourages waste and inefficiency 
such as keeping patients in hospital 
longer than need be. 

SO RHP seems to have advantages 
for all the parties concerned. More 
important, I think, is the increased 
feeling of identity that develops 
between the community and "its" 
hospital, and vice-versa. The 
hospital takes on its rightful role as 
an asset at the community's dis- 
posal. rather than that of an im- 
posed liability. 

INITIAL feed-back from patients 
and doctors alike about RHP has 
been generally enthusiastic, as the 
benefits have become apparent. 

Health experts agree that there 
are three essential components for 
any community-centred medical 
care system to be a success. These 
are continuity of care, and the easy 
accessibility to, and availability of 
services. 

From the point of view of hospital 
care, regional hospitalization un- 
doubtedly represents a notable 
improvement in all these respect? 
over the former situation. It should 
thus be welcomed as a significant 
step forward in health care in Israel.

Ei A1 checking the case 
of the ‘missing pilgrims’ 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Income from 
tourism, which came to S950m. in 
1980, could easily he increased to 
SI. 2b. with the right investment in 
promotion. Hotel Association 
president Shmuel Federman told in 
a press conference here yesterday. 

Federman said that income from 
tourism last year exceeded that of 
citrus exports (5200m.), the dia- 
mond industry (S2S0m.> and 
agricultural exports (5280m.). 

Hotel Association chairman 
Moshe Barnea called on the 
government to invest in tourism 
rather than allocating funds to 
cover the deficit of Ei Al. 

Bamea noted that out of the 1.177.- 
000 tourists who visited Israel last 
year. 957.000 came by air. including 
240.000 on charter flights. Charter 
flight passengers constituted 25 per 
cent of all tourists and occupied 30 
per cent of the hotel beds, he stres- 
sed. 

Barnea also warned that Eilat was 
heading for disaster. While new 
hotels were being built there, no 
provisions were being made for ad- 
ditional hotel workers, who would 
increase Eilat's population by 45 per 
cent. No plans were being made to 


build an adequate airport there, 
after the Etzion airport is relumed 
to Egypt in I9S2, he added. 

Hotel Association 'managing 
director Moshe Amir said that 
world-wide during 1980 some 300 
million tourists left their home 
country to tour other lands, 
spending some SSOb. — * more than 
is involved in the world's weapons 
industry or oil trade. , 

The speakers said that about 
250.000 tourists came to Israel from 
the U S. last year, marking a 6 per 
cent decrease over the previous 
year, while the number of tourists 
from Europe increased. 

Blasting the government for 
cancelling the exemption from 
value added tax they had enjoyed 
until recently, the hoteliers called 
the action an act of Chetm. They 
said that rather than adding money 
to the state's coffers, the move ac- 
tually lessened income from tourists 
by deterring many from coming 
here. 

The hoteliers noted that Tel 
Aviv's Kikar Namir (Atarim) has 
failed as a tourist attraction due to 
bad architectural design, too many 
"tourist" shops and the prevalence 
of crime.

TEL AVIV. — El Al has started an 
internal investigation to find out 
why two company aircraft, sent to 
Germany on December 20, 1980 to 
bring some 300 pilgrims for 
Christmas, returned with only 170 
passengers. The Post learned yester- 
day. 

El A I sources said that the air- 
line's branch manager in Frankfurt 
was severely reprimanded. An unof- 
ficial protest was also lodged with 
Lufthansa's main office over suspi- 
cions that the German airline 
"stole" some 300 pilgrims from EJ 
Al and flew them here at slightly 
reduced rates. 

It was learned that at first an El 
A! Boeing 747 was chartered to br- 
ing some 480 pilgrims from Dues- 
setdorf to Israel last month. At the 
last moment El Al was informed by 
its Frankfurt office that only 280 
pilgrims would be flying, so the line 
decided to send two smaller plane 
instead. 

But when the two planes reached 
Duesseldorf, it was found that only 
170 pilgrims were waiting there. As 
a result, one of the planes returned 
to Israel empty, causing El Al a con- 


siderable loss of funds and face. 

The reason given by the German ‘ 
travel agent who organized the trip 
for the small number of pilgrims was 
that bad weather had prevented the 
rest of them from reaching Dues- 
seldorf in time, El Al sources said. 

* The following day, however, the 
missing passengers arrived on a 
Condor flight with Condor, 
Lufthansa's charter company hav- 
ing paid a lower fare than the one 
offered by El A!, according to the 
sources. 

El Al officials admitted yesterday 
that apart from unofficial protests, 
nothing much could be done in the 
matter. "AH we can do is play the 
same trick on them next time. 
However, in true Christmas spirit, 
ws have decided to forgive them," a 
senior El Al official commented. 

Official Lufthansa sources here 
have denied ail knowledge of the af- 
fair.

Argaman 
fails to show 
any real profit

TEL AVIV. — Argaman Industries, 
the country’s largest textile dyer 
and finisher, revealed yesterday that 
in the six months ending September 
30. 1980, it failed to achieve any real 
gain in profits. The semi-annual 
report indicates that net profits 
stood at IS4.4m. compared with 
(S3m. in the previous period, a 
nominal gain of just over 45 per 
cent. However, the rate of inflation 
for the period of the financial report 
was higher than the rise in profits. 

General manager Shimon Klicr 
pointed out that the results are the 
..direct outcome of the government's 
- policy to restrain economic activity. 
In the first half of 1980, according to 
Klier, there was a large drop in the 
amount of textiles manufactured 
and marketed here. 

On the positive side, he said, the 
management's efforts to increase 
exports were successful. Direct and 
indirect exports came to IS25.2m. 
and represented nearly 40 per cent 
of Argaman's total turnover. Last 
year, in the same six month period, 
the company exported IS 10.5m. 
worth of goods.

Diamond polishing plants may 
close for the month of February

TEL AVIV. — The executive com- 
mittee of the Israel Diamond Ex- 
change was authorized earlier this 
. week to announce the planned clos- 


: week to announce the planned dos- 
ing of polishing plants for the month 
of February. The decision was 


of February. The decision was 
taken in the wake of the crisis con- 
ditions in which the industry finds 
itself. 

The executive committee will try 
to work out an arrangement with 
the Histadrui for compensation to 
be paid to employees raid off. 

A joint committee, which , in- 
cludes representatives of the Bank 
of Israel and the Industry Ministry, 


as well as members of the Diamond 
Exchange, will work out a 
framework for guidelines to the 
financing of diamond stocks. The 
Industry has claimed that its financ- 
ing costs are too high when com- 
pared with conditions in other ma- 
jor diamond centres. 

Industry sources say that if an 
equitable programme for financing 
is adopted, the Februaiy dosing of 
fiotishmg plants may be recon- 
sidered. The industry is not only 
concerned about the current credit 
terms, but also about the recent 
policy of the central bank of cutting 
down on the amount of credit.

The year’s trading in review

TEL AVIV, — A bumper crop of 
new emissions was floated on the 
stock market In 1980 but very little 
money was raised by industry. Dr. 
Meir Heth, board chairman of the 
Tel Aviv Stock' Exchange, said 
yesterday in releasing figures for the 
year's trading. 

Of the I$i,4Mm. raised in 1980, 
industry accounted only for 3.5 per 
cent (compared to 15.4 per cent in 
1979); while the commercial banks 
raised 70.9 per cent (63.1 percent in 
1979), according to statistics. The 
rest of the funds was raised by 
mortgage banks, financial institu- 
tions, insurance companies, com- 
mercial firms, real estate and invest- 
ment companies, and by petroleum 
companies. 

“There were 39 emission^ floated 
in 1980, of which only four were of 
industrial firms. This compares with 
16 emissions in 1979, of which five 
were industrial concerns. In all, 
some IS 199.7m. was raised in 1979. 

if the IS46.6m. raised by industry 
I in 1980 is deflated, less money was 
raised by that branch of the 
economy in 1980 than in the 
previous year'’, Heth said. He noted 
that industry found it easier to raise 
money outside- the stock market. 

Another outstanding factor of the 
1980 scene was the huge upsurge hi 
stock trading. The turnover was 
IS 16,976m. in 1980, compared to 
only [S4^79m. the previous year. If 
tin figures for 1980 are deflated, 
there was a “real” growth of 67 per 
cent over 1979. 

However, there was a definite 
shift from bonds (mainly index- 
linked) to stocks. In 1979 the ratio 
of bonds to stocks was 44.8 per cent 
to 50.0 per cent Last year the ratio 
of bonds to stocks was 21 .7 per cent 
to 73.5 per cent. (The remaining five 
percentage points account for con- 
vertibles in both years.)

$1.25 a gallon in December, 
Lundberg said.

PTBI offers novel bonus Talks open in U.S. 


TEL AVIV. — The First Inter- 
national Bank yesterday decided to 
throw in an extra “bonus” to any 
customer who join's its multi- 
purpose savings scheme. Any 
customer who also trades on the 
stock market, will be exempt from 
brokerage fees up to 10 per cent of 
the amount put away in the savings 
scheme. 


- For example, if the customer 
saves IS 150,000, the first IS 15,000 in 


brokerage fees will not be deducted 
by the Bank — although it will 
charge a fee of one shekel for each 
transaction until the IS 15,000 is 
used up. 

The multi-purpose savings 
scheme is for three to seven years. It 
is fully linked and pays a 3 per cent 
annual linked rate of interest. It is 
also exempt from income tax.

KHARTOUM (AP) — Negotia- 
tions begin in Washington this week 
between Sudan, the World Bank 
and Chevron Oil on the financing of 
an oil refinery in the south-west 
region of Sudan.

The- refinery is expected to han- 
dle Chevron's output, which 
reached 11,500 barrels per day in 
1980, and should cover the needs of 
southern and western Sudan.

Closing 
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Statement of principle 


MOST newspapers prefer to report the news, not make it. The 
Jerusalem Post is no exception. It was. therefore, with surprise and 
considerable dismay that we learned from the foreign news wires on 
Monday night that the Egyptian Minister of Culture and Information 
had banned all Jerusalem Post correspondents from entering Egypt. 
The reason for the ban was a report by our Middle East Affairs 
Editor. Anan Safadi. on a power struggle inside the Egyptian govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Safadi's article, part of a series, the third installment of which 
appears in today's edition, was based on information he gathered 
during a recent visit to Egypt. The authority of his sources was 
beyond question: there was therefore also no question about making 
public the essentials of the information. 

Presumably some Egyptian officials prefer to view this as an ex- 
pression of ill intent. In doing so they fail to understand the principles 
of independent journalism, as pursued in Israel and other free countries. 

They also disregard the intense interest and the great energies in- 
vested by this newspaper in providing coverage-in-depth for the 
Israeli reader about Egypt and the process of peace with Israel. The 
record of our performance needs no elaboration: it is inscribed in the 
pages of the newspaper since November 1977. 

It is a record based not only on our commitment to the peace 
process, it is based as well on our conviction that the free and public 
flow of information about and between the two societies, so long 
estranged from each other, must itself be a component of a durable 
peace. 

Normalization, therefore, if it is to be meaningful must involve 
greater tolerance on Egypt's part of the role of Israel's free press. 
Certainly Israel, for its part, has shown tolerance for particular 
features of the Egyptian press. 

Banning journalists cannot, therefore, be considered a legitimate 
expression of view in the relations between the two countries. 

We would hope that the Egyptian authorities, after reviewing their 
action, also come to this conclusion. 


Athens and Jerusalem 


GREECE'S accession to the European Community, which took ef- 
fect on January I, is a happy occasion for the western world, and that 
goes for Israel, a nearby neighbour as well. 

It crowns a period of economic progress and political stability in 
Greece in the wake of that ancient country's return to democracy un- 
der Constantin Karamanlis in 1974. It coincides, too, with Greece's 
return to full participation in NATO. The two events together give 
expression to Greece's desire and determination to take its rightful 
place — strategically and economically — in the family of free na- 
tions. 

In the long term, moreover, Greece's involvement in these mul- 
tinational frameworks should have a settling .and stabilizing influence 
on her long-festering conflict with Turkey, also a NATO member and 
an EC aspirant. For other East Mediterranean coastal countries, 
such as ourselves, that caii only be to. the good. 

But while Israel can unhesitatingly welcome Greece's accession in 
the broad perspective, it must immediately enter its own particular 
reservations and anxieties. These stem not so much from the 
economic and political problems attaching to Greece's entry , as from 
the natural fear that these problems will become precedents in’ the 
case of Spain, whose own entry is only two years off. 

On the narrow front of Israel's agricultural trade with Greece, say 
Foreign Ministry officials, potential difficulties over tariffs have been 
resolved in discussions with the EC in. Brussels. Greek nuts and 
raisins will not flood the Israeli market at cheap prices. But there 
have been no easy solutions to the more weighty problem for Israeli 
agriculture of competition in Europe with Greek citrus products. 

The quantities involved are not large; there is still room for 
everyone in the European marketplace. But the looming danger of 
Spain, with its vast and- rapidly expanding citrus ami vegetable produc- 
tion, makes the Greek experience a sobering precedent for Israeli 
farmers and diplomats. 

It is cold comfort that Israel will find itself in the same boat with 
the Maghreb fruit-growers in its struggle against Spanish produce for 
a place in the EC sun. 

Politically, Greece's accession to the EC also strikes a dishear- 
tening note in Jerusalem, because all of Israel's persistent efforts over 
recent years to bring EC pressure to bear upon Greece to raise its 
diplomatic relations with Israel have come to naught. Greece is now 
a full fledged member of the European Community — and its envoy 
in Tel Aviv still holds the rank of diplomatic representative, not ftiU 
ambassador. 

Here again it is Spain rather than Greece that is the real cause for 
concern. Madrid does not even recognize Israel much less have a 
diplomatic mission here. Yet it would be weird indeed if Spain were 
to rejoin Europe, and thereby become a party to formal agreement 
between the EC and Israel, while continuing not to recognize Israel's 
existence. 


EC officials have taken that point in discussions with their Israeli 
counterparts. Indeed they contend that it distinguishes the case of 
Spain from that of Greece. But there were assurances and under- 
takings in the past from EC statesmen and officials to Israel that 
they would prevail upon Greece to raise the status of its ties with this 
country before its accession to Europe — and these have still to be 
realized.' 


Foreign Minister Shamir and his diplomats will have to keep ham- 
mering away at the EC countries, both to step up the persuasive 
pressure on Greece (it is not too late for Athens to shrug off fears of 
Arab anger and correct a blatant irregularity) and to stand firm in the 
future link-up with Spain.

It is sinister because the voices of 
senior army officers, in active ser- 
vice and retired, have recently been 
heard too loudly for the health of 
democracy. All too often one has 
heard the call for an emergency 
economic regime, for a “more ef- 
ficient” system, for the “revam- 
ping” of Zionism. There are over- 
tones of impatience with, and dis- 
dain for, the democratic system. 
And there are echoes of the kind of 
call for restoring order and stability 
that is familiar from other lands. 

However, if there is a threat to 
democracy, it is not represented by 
Shafir or officers in active service, 
however arrogant their utterances 
may sound or however rebellious 
they may appear against the 
backdrop of a feeble, inept and tot- 
tering government 

Israel’s democratic system is not 
immune to disintegration. Given a 
few hundred per cent more inflation 
(which is no longer unimaginable), a 
few m.ore degrees of governmental 
debility, a few more parliamen- 


be ripe for a "restoration of order 
and stability.” . 

But this won't happen through a 
putsch. Officers in active service and 
technocrats will remain obedient to 
the civilian authorities. A legitimate 
political party led mainly by former 
army officers and technocrats may 
be the agent of change. 

No, Herzl Shafir, the man and the 
inspector-general, was never a 
danger to democracy. One may 
believe former chief or staff Haim 
Laskov that Shafir was deeply dis- 
tressed and confounded by what he 
encountered in a political environ- 
ment with ^ which, in retrospect, he 
was unequipped to cope by upbring- 
ing and temperament. 

In the spate of charges and 
counter-charges that accompanied 
the brutal guillotining of Shafir's 
career, the truth will never be ascer- 
tainable. 

Most of the claims on both sides 
refer to conversations that took 
place between Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg and Shafir. It is one 
man's word against the other’s, and 
even Laskov's impassioned 
character testimony for Shafir can- 
not tilt the balance convincingly in 
Shafir's favour. It may be a 
Rashomon tale, in which each man 
is telling his own truth — on most 
things.

HERZLIYA MEDICAL CENTRE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — The irony of the apparent 
conflict between a few of the resi- 
dents of Herzliya Pituah and the 
developers of the medical centre is 
clearly if unintentionally brought 
out in the letter of Mrs. Braude of 
December 22. Permit me, as one 
professionally concerned in the pro- 
ject. to assure your correspondent 
that she has no greater champion of 
her cause than the Mayor and 
municipal officers of Herzliya and 
the members of the District Town 
Planning Commission, and strange- 
ly the promoters themselves. 
Notably, after the completion of all 
the legal processes for the granting 
of the licence, an extraordinary 
hearing was granted to the complai- 
nants to bring their views to the 
representatives of the Minister of 
the Interior; their complaints were 
weighed up and rejected. 

The image of a group of foreign 
investors coming to Israel, swinging 
their money-bags anxious for a 
quick kfii, laying a rural paradise to 
waste is erroneous: 

1 . The architectural texture of the 
area is firmly and indelibly 
imprinted by the 15 or more hotels 
and pensions in the area, as well as 
the large commercial centres 
designed to serve .more than the 
simple needs of the residents — . to 
say nothing of the comprehensive 
beach facilities. 


2. The application to build the 
medical centre was not and could 
not be done with stealth and 
secrecy. Every step was carried out 
meticulously and openly and every 
regulation was complied with in tile 
utmost detail. 


3. Any building has an effect on 
the local ecology and the question is 
only one of extent and results com- 
pared with other alternatives. 

4. Since 1961, it has been permis- 

sible to build a hotel on a site in ex- 
cess of three dunams on this or any 
other plot in a large area of Herzliya 
Pituah; I suggest that the medical 
centre would be less of an 
ecological nuisance than a hotel 
sirice its functidnS Are restricted to 
office hours.- : ’ 


In conclusion, may I point out 
that, far from being insured of fast 
profits, the newness of the concept, 
coupled with the difficulties of 
building in an inflationary economy, 
makes this a high-risk venture 
which can only succeed over along 
period of time. 

The hostility to the project is not 
as widespread as is implied; three 
other immediate neighbours to the 
project did not join the action 
against it; indeed they and many 
others welcome h.
